VA  Ruling  Affects 
Veterans  Training 
In  This  Locality 

About  16,000  veterans  In  this 
area  may  be  affected  by  a  new 
ruling  by  the  Veterans  Adminis¬ 
tration  which  will  allow  Korean 
veterans  who  dropped  out  of  GI 
training  to  resume  their  education. 

Dr.  O.  Myking  Mehus,  Chief  of 
the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  and 
Education  Division  of  the  Kansas 
City  Veterans  Administration  Re¬ 
gional  Office,  made  this  report 
while  he  was  on  the  campus  re¬ 
cently  to  confer  with  President  J. 
W.  Jones  and  Registrar  R.  P. 
Foster  in  regard  to  the  training  of 
veterans. 

Cut-off  date  for  starting  GI  train¬ 
ing  occurs  three  years  from  the 
discharge  from  the  armed  forces. 
Once  that  date  passes,  a  veteran 
in  training  under  the  Korean  GI 
Bill  is  allowed  by  law  to  interrupt 
his  studies  for  up  to  twelve  months 
witliout  needing  VA  approval.  If 
he  interrupts  longer  than  that,  ho 
may  resume  training  only  If  he 
can  show  the  VA  that  the  interrup¬ 
tion.  in  excess  of  12  months  was 
due  to  reasons  beyond  his  control. 

Mehus  explained  that  tire  VA’s 
new  ruling  amounts  to  a  liberaliza¬ 
tion  of  what  the  VA  will  consider 
to  be  reasons  beyond  a  veteran’s 
control.

College  Has  Used 
New  Testing  Series 
For  '58  Freshmen 

This  year  for  the  first  time,  the 
Collc,»j  has  used  a  new  series  of 
tests  for  entering  freshmen.  These 
tests  are  products  of  the  Educa¬ 
tional  Testing  Service  at  Prince¬ 
ton.  New  Jersey.  Tliis  is  a  non¬ 
profit  organization  which  works 
through  the  year  to  develop  belter 
and  more  efficient  testing  systems. 

According  to  Dean  Charles  E. 
Koerblc,  there  are  two  basic  types 
of  tests  in  this  system.  The  first 
Is  the  SCAT  lest,  or  the  School  and 
College  Ability  Tests,  which  shows 
the  pupil’s  probable  chances  for 
success  in  college.  The  second  type 
is  the  STEP  test — the  Sequential 
Tests  of  Educational  Progress.  This 
is  a  series  of  achievement  tests  in 
writing,  reading,  mathematics,  .so¬ 
cial  science,  and  natural  science. 
Program  Has  Distinct  Advantages 
Tlie  new  testing  program  has 
distinct  advantages  over  the  old, 
both  for  the  administration  and  the 
freshmen.  The  new  exams  have 
cnly  one  answer  sheet  for  each 
student — he  places  all  answers  to 
all  tests  on  this  one  paper.  These 
slieets  then  go  to  Iowa  City  to  be 
graded. 

At  the  university  city  the  attswer 
sheets  arc  run  through  a  machine 
which  scans  the  answers  by  a 
photo-electric  device.  Tliis  machine 
is  much  cheaper  than  the  old  elec- 
ti’ical  impulse  method.

Workmen  Correct 
Drainage  at  Quad 

Drainage  problems  In  the  show¬ 
ers  of  the  New  Quad  are  now  in 
the  process  of  being  corrected 
through  the  use  of  concrete  and 
ceramic  tile. 

Work  started  last  week  ns  work¬ 
men  drilled  holes  through  the  ledg» 
in  front  of  the  showers,  a  ledgo 
which  is  supposed  to  keep  the  water 
fr.-.im  rimning  on  tlie  floor. 

Concrete  is  to  be  poured  on  tlio 
floor,  thus  raising  the  floor  about 
three  inches.  Tlie  concrete  will  bo 
slanted  toward  the  hole  in  front 
of  the  .shower.  This  arrangement 
will  channel  the  water  into  tho 
drain  which  is  inside  the  shower, 
A  six-inch  ledge  will  be  built  to 
retain  the  water  on  the  newly  con¬ 
structed  floor.  The  fresh  concrcUl 
will  then  be  covered  with  ceramia 
tile.

During  This  Year 

Now  in  operation  with  its  own 
departmental  head  is  Uie  Instruc¬ 
tional  Materials  Bureau.  The  ten- 
ycor-old  I.M.B,  Is  being  guided 
by  a  new  faculty  member,  Mr. 
Luke  Boone. 

I.M.B.  Is  a  service  unit  for  both 
faculty  and  students.  I.M.B. 's  four 
main  functions  are  furnishing  the 
film  library,  projection  service, 
and  cffrriculum  laboratory,  and 
acting  as  ‘‘middle-man’’  between 
the  faculty  and  film  companies. 

Contains  Flint  Strips 

The  film  library  contains  176, 
IGmm  films  plus  several  film 
strips.  Tliese  films  are  available 
to  both  .students  and  faculty  as 
well  as  to  schools  and  other  or¬ 
ganizations  In  this  area. 

Eight  projectionists,  who  have 
been  trained  by  Mr.  Boone,  are 
also  available  to  show  the  films. 

Will  Have  Picture  File 

The  curriculum  laboratory  con¬ 
tain^  textbooks,  courses  of  study, 
and  "fugitive’’  materials,  such  as 
pamphlets  and  new.spaper  clip¬ 
pings.  A  picture  file  is  al.so  being 
built  up  by  the  department.  The 
material  in  the  curriculum  labora¬ 
tory  is  available  to  the  faculty  and 
students. 

In  addition  to  these  services,  the 
I.  M.  B.  department  al.so  acts  as 
a  “go-beUveen”  in  obtaining  audio¬ 
visual  instructional  maleriuLs  for 
the  faculty. 

Dr.  Mehus  Tells 
Of  Summer  Tour 
During  Visit  Here 

Dr.  O.  Myking  Mehus,  who  was 
on  the  faculty  here  from  1928  to 
1939,  visited  the  campu.s  recently. 

While  here.  Dr.  Mehus  told  of 
tlic  trip  he  and  Mrs.  Mciius  made 
to  Europe  last  summer.  They  spent 
ten  weeks  abroad,  during  wliieli 
they  visited  ten  countries  —  Eng¬ 
land.  Prance,  Switzerland,  Yugo¬ 
slavia,  Ru.ssia,  Finland,  Germany, 
Denmark,  Norway,  and  Belgium, 
Ill  the  last-mentioned  country  they 
sijent  a  day  at  the  World’s  Fair. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Mehus  spent  ten 
days  in  Russia,  visiting  the  cities 
of  Kiev,  Moscow,  and  Leningrad. 
Most  of  their  sightseeing  in  Russia 
was  done  by  bus  during  the  day¬ 
time,  but  in  the  evening  they  were 
free  to  attend  ballet,  cinema, 
puppet  shows,  or  the  theater,  all 
of  which  were  free. 

They  also  visited  tlic  28-story 
University  of  Moscow,  attended  by 
26,000  .sludent.s — most  of  whom  re¬ 
ceive  special  aid  from  the  govern¬ 
ment.  Most  freshman  and  sopho¬ 
more  students  receive  75  dollors  a 
month,  and  most  junior,  senior,  and 
graduate  students  receive  125  to 
175  dollars  a  month. 

All  students  take  entrance  exam¬ 
inations,  and,  as  a  result,  the  son 
Of  the  peasant  has  an  equal  chance 
with  any  other  person,  according 
to  Dr.  Mehus.  Students  study  re¬ 
quired  courses. 

Dr.  Mehus  saad  he  was  impressed 
by  the  large  number  of  churches 
they  saw’  in  Russia.  Tliey  attended 
a  Wednesday  evening  prayer  meet¬ 
ing  at  a  Baptist  Church  in  Moscow. 
More  than  1,200  persons  were  ui 
attendance.

According  to  VAdm.  H.  P.  Smith, 
Chief  of  Naval  Personnel,  Uic  high 
school  -seniors  and  graduates  be¬ 
tween  the  ages  of  17  and  31  have 
only  until  November  15  to  apply 
for  the  Navy’s  Reserve  Officer 
Training  Corps,  belter  known  as 
the  NROTC.  i 

De.signed  to  supplement  the  offi¬ 
cer  output  of  the  Naval  Academy, 
the  NROTC  program  makes  it  pos¬ 
sible  for  a  young  man  to  earn  a 
regular  commission  while  study¬ 
ing  at  the  civilian  college  of  his 
choice  which  has  an  NROTC  unit. 

All  tuition,  fees,  and  books  are 
furnished  by  the  Navy,  and  Uie 
student  receivc.s  an  annual  retain¬ 
er  of  $600  for  four  years.
